The combination rug and floor nozzle 
has been designed to do an efficient 
cleaning job on both carpets and hard 
surface floors. 


HARD SURFACE FLOORS 

Put the brush in the floor position by 
pushing in the lever marked ‘‘FILOOR’”’ 
with your toe until you hear a click. 


RUGS 


Put brush in floating position by push- 
ing lever marked "ВОС"" in with your 
toe until you hear a click. You will 
find it convenient to use only one hand 
when operating the cleaner on rugs and 
carpets. р 


On certain types of dense carpeting, 
you may find it advantageous to keep 
brush in a position where it does not 
come in contact with carpet. This is 
done by pushing in on the lever marked 
“RUG"’, then pressing the brush all the 
way into the nozzle with your finger. 
While still holding the brush, press 
lever marked "РІООВ" and the brush 
will be locked in place. To release 
brush, push in on lever marked ‘‘RUG’’. 


For more efficient cleaning, do not place 
the nozzle flat on the rug. Tilt the nozzle so 
the back edge is raised slightly above the rug. 


CLEANING UNDER LOW FURNITURE 


The floor and mg nozzle of the Handi- 
vac cleaner is on a swivel for ease in 
cleaning under low furniture and hard-

WHERE TO BUY BAGS

CHANGING THE BAG 

1. Turn cleaner upside down and 
release the two metal latches. 
(See Fig. 1.) 


2. Lift the bag assembly cover from 
the cleaner. 


3. Remove bag by slipping it off of 
the open side of the metal 
bag support.

Install new bag in bag support, 
matching rounded sections of 
bag collar and bag support. (See 
Fig. 2.) Grasp bottom of bag and 
pull bag down between supports. 


5, Replace bag assembly cover and 
close metal latches. 


SECONDARY FILTER 


Check the secondary filter when 
replacing the throw-away bag. If 
filter is dirty, it should be cleaned 
by brushing dirt from the surface. 
Periodically, the filter should be 
replaced. Remove old filter. Apply 
household glue. (See Fig. 3.) Re- 
place new filter, lining up three 
slots in filter with bag support 
rods. (See Fig. 4.) 
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REPLACING BRUSH ON RUG 
AND FLOOR NOZZLE 


Replace the brush on the rug and floor 
nozzle when it becomes worn and is 
not doing a satisfactory job of cleaning. 


І. Remove four screws and take off 
bottom plate, If nozzle is turned 
over and rollers fall off, put them 
back in position, Note position of 
old brush, then remove it. (Кір, 1.) 


2, Center new brush in the nozzle. 
Make sure that projection side is to- 
ward the tube, (Fig. 2.) Replace 
bottom plate. If bristles are caught 
beneath the bottom plate, disengage 
with any thin tool.

4. DUSTING BRUSH For carved furniture, table tops, books, 
lamps, light fixtures, Venetian blinds, registers, baseboards, 


5. CREVICE TOOL For upholstered furniture, edges of wall-to- 
wall carpeting, radiators, dresser drawers. 


6. CARRYING STRAP For use as ап over-the-shoulder type of 
cleaner. 





ATTACHING CLEANING TOOLS 


Remove handle and floor and rug nozzle 
from cleaner. Attach carrying strap by 
slipping plastic loop of strap over hose 
tube before tube is attached to cleaner. 
Attach metal clip in holes provided in 
cleaner handle. 


Attach ultraflex hose in same manner 
as floor and rug nozzle. If extra length 
is needed, attach extension wand. 


Tools may be attached ю the extension 
wand, ultraflex hose, or the cleaner. 





SERVICE 
Service and genuine Hoover replacement parts may be obtained from 
Hoover Factory Service Stations or Authorized Warranty Service 
Dealers, as listed on white insert. 
For service in Warranty, follow instructions set forth in Guarantee.

LUBRICATION 


The motor is equipped with two Sleeve Bearings. They are lub- 
ricated for the life of the motor and it will not be necessary to 
lubricate them; in fact, the addition of lubricant to the Sleeve 
Bearing could cause damage.
